Trains, Busses Cut 
Service; Strike 


Is Solid 


MEXICO CITY—Practically all 
private automobiles are out of 
commission, while rail and bus 
service and electrical power plant 
Operations were curtailed as the 
nation-wide strike of Mexican 
Oil Workers continued. Supplies 
were becoming exhausted, while 
the 17 major oil companies con- 
tinued their refusal to grant a 
nation-wide agreement with in- 
creased wages and the 40-hour 
week as demanded by the oil 
workers. 

Despite the fact that President 
Cardenas refused even to con- 
fer with the oil companies while 
they maintain their implacable 
attitude and has not allowed po- 
lice terror to be used against 
the workers, the Trotzkyites have 
raised a demand for a _ gereral 
strike of all workers.

BERLIN — Despite protests 
from the American govern- 
ment, a 21-year-old American 
citizen, Helmuth Hirsch, was 
beheaded by the Nazis in 
Ploetzensee prison on a charge 
of “high treason.” 

Hirsch was sentenced to 
death on March 20 to the ac-

Although Ambassador Wil- 
liam E. Dodd specifically in- 
formed Nazj authorities that 
Hirsch was an American citi- 
zen, the German press de- 
scribed him as ‘‘a Jew with- 
out citizenship.”

Small wonder that the demand 
unicameral legislature is increasing and that 
this question and other proposals for re- 
moving the senate’s undemocratic power have 
already been placed before the June 20 con- 
vention of the California People’s Legisla- 
tive Conference in Santa Maria. 


It must not be forgotten, however, that 
curbing the undemocratic senate representa- 
tion is only one measure to clear the road 
for the real mandate of the people to have 
its full representation in Sacramento. More 
is necessary. 

The task today is that of developing in- 
dependent political action, prepare for 
the election of those who will fight to 
carry out the mandate of those who elected 
them, to follow up labor's economic vic- 
tories with political victories that will guar- 
antee their continuance and extension. 

To this end labor, and especially the 
CIO unions, should be well represented on 
June 20.

Marbury 
appealed to the Supreme Court 
an order directing Madison 
to issue his commission. Chief 
Justice Marshall issued the de- 
cision, uphelding the right of 
Marbury, on the ground _ that 
the act of repeal null and 
void, being in violation of the 
Constitution because it termin- 
ated judicial office during the 
lifetime of the judge. 

This historic case of “Marbury 
Madison” was the first 
statement of the doctrine of 
judicial power to nullify legis- 
lation. It was a clear act ol 
usurpation, not sanctioned by 
the Constitution, and embodying

Jefferson and Congress refused 
to recognize this decision of John 
Marshall for the Supreme Court. 
wn nis side, Marshall, aware of 
the great popular support behind 
Jefferson, had carefully refrained 
from going farther than the 
statement of the new goctrine. 
without granting Marbury any 
specific measure of redress of his 
grievance. Thus there was a 
deadlock. Marshall and the Fed- 
eralist Party had their doctrine 
embodied in a decision of the 
Supreme Court, but Jefferson, 
with Congress and the country 
behind him, refused to bow to 
the decision. The Federalists 
therefore contented themselves 
with their judicial victory, and 


jet its enforcement go by de- 
fault. 

So unpopular was this new 
doctrine’ of judicial veto of le- 
gislation, with its usurpation of 
power on the part of the Su- 
preme Court, that John Marshall, 
its author, never again dared 
to repeat its expression in a 
decision in all his ensuing 30 
vears as Chief Justice. To have 
done so would have created a 
crisis out of which the Supreme 
Court would certainly have 
emerged with iis power defin- 


itely curtailed. For 50 years the 
decision in the case of “Marbury 
versus Madison” slumbered in 
the archives, and no Supreme 
Court Justice dared propose to 
exercise this questionable power. 
But though slumbering in the 
archives, this decision remained 
a judicial precedent, awaiting a 
more favorable moment for re- 
vival and effective enforcement. 

Thus did the first great strug- 
gle, in that long line of battles 
that led to the present constitu- 


tional crisis, end in a compro- 
mise. Jefferson had gained the 
immediate victory. But John 
Marshall had laid down a doc- 
trine and a_ precedent, which 
was to lead directly to the Civil 
War and rally all reactionary 


forces in American life down to 
the present day.

Empire, plotting to cut off the 
New England and Eastern States 
from the Union, to 
with Canada for submission 
the British Crown. That their 
onspiracy came to nothing in 
the end was due, not to their 
lack of determination and 
zea] in their treasonable efforts, 
but to the exceptional success 
of the policies of Jefferson, which 
yrought such economic progress 
to the country as to cut the 
ground out from under the Fed- 
eralists and take their mass sup- 
port away from them. These 
well-established facts of Ameri- 
can history are conveniently for- 
gotten by those who would glor- 
ify the’ role of the Supreme 
Court, because in these treason- 
ible conspiracies the court, 
through its Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, was an active participant. 

John Marshall, one of the chief 
leaders of the Federalist Party, 
by no means retired from active 
politics when he ascended : the 
Supreme Bench. During Jeffer- 
son’s first term, the judiciary 
under Marshall used their posi- 
tions as rostrums for political 
harangues against the adminis- 
tration, and to organze the op- 
position. When, in the election 
of 1804, the Federalist campaign 
against Jefferson collapsed. and 
he was re-elected by a majority 
which swept into his ranks most 
of the former strongholds of the 
Federalists, that party degener- 
ated so completely that it be- 
came involved in the _ fantastic 
adventure of Aaron Burr, vice- 
president of the U.S. in Jeffer- 
son’s first term, who plotted with 
British and Spanish imperialists 
to cut off the great Western ter- 
ritories of Louisiana (purchased 
by Jefferson from Napoleon) by 
a military coup d’etat. It was 
in the circumstances of the col- 
lapse of Burr’s treasonable enter- 
prise, that the Supreme Court, 
‘through its Chief Justice Mar-

when his confederates among the 
high officers of the U.S. Army 
became frightened and withdrew 
from the adventur/, betraying 
their own treasonable conspiracy 
to Jefferson.

Thus did the Supreme Court 
give aid and comfort to treason, 
and save that traitor whose very 
name has remained to this day 
the synonym of treason to the 
unity and independence of the 
nation. 

In the case of Aaron Burr, and 
of the Federalist Party which 
aided and protected him, we 
have a close parallel with the 
development of Trotzky and the 
various groups and cliques which 
supported him in the Soviet Un- 
ion. This case is the complete 
answer to those Americans like 
the Socialist leader, Norman 
Tnomas, who rush to Trotzky’s 
defense in connection with the 
recent Moscow trial of the Trot- 
zkyist Center, with the cry: “It 
is incredible that one who par- 
ticipated in the revolution should 
betray it, and betray it to a 
foreign power.” In all revolu- 
tions, there have been those who 


would later betray it if they 
could, and in the American bour- 
geois revolution we have a per- 
fect example in the case of 
Azron Burr. But just as John 
Marshall could pronounce Burr 
“Not guilty” by excluding the 


evidence, so can Norman Thomas 
today give the same verdict to 
Trotzky upon similar principles. 
As John Marshall saw fit to 
attend a banquet in honor of 
Burr on the eve of his trial, 'so 
Thomas can appear in a_ public 


meeting on behalf of Trotzky 
on the eve of tne Moscow trial. 
But no one can disguise the

The Dred Scott Decision and the 
Civil War 

The governmental system of 
the Unitec States was originally 
built upon a compromise _be- 
tween the commercial and _ in- 
dustrial Northeastern states, hos- 
tile to slavery, and the agrarian 
plantation Southern states, based 
upon, Negro slavery. Despite con- 
stant conflict of interest and 
constant friction in government, 
this comprcmise was continued 
and extended from 1776 until the | 
1850’s. In the middle of the) 
nineteenth century, this system | 
of compromise came to a crisis. ! 
It broke down under the blows 
of the rapid opening up of the 
tremendous territories of 


gold in California and _ other | 
Western territories. 


The famous “gold rush” to the | 
West of 1848 changed the course | 
of American history, and affected 
the whole world, as was testified 
most illuminatingly in the writ- 
tings of Marx and Engels at the 
time. The rapid occupation of a 
new continent, and the erection 
of a whole series of new ‘“sov- 
ereign states” to take their place 
within the existing union of 
states, immediately raised the 
slavery issue as one that could 
no longer ‘be settled by com- 
promise. If slavery was _ intro- 
duced into the new territories, 
that would mean that control 
went to the South and with it 
contro] of the federal union so 
long as slavery existed. If on 
the other hand, slavery was pro- 
hibited in the new territories, 
that would mean that control 
went to the Northeastern states, 
and with it hegemony over the 
federal union. For the _ slave- 
owning South the issue was fur- 
ther sharpened by the urgent 
need of ever new lands upon 
which te constantly extend the 
plantation system, if slavery was 
to continue at all, even in its old 
territories, because its backward 
agrarian system was rapidly ex- 
hausting the lands of the original 
slave states. The struggle for 
the West would necessarily de- 
cide the issue of the continuance 
of slavery or its abolition. 

Into this struggle entered the 
Supreme Court, then as always 
the tried and trusted instrument 
of the most reactionary social 
and political forces in the land. 
In its famous decision in the 
case involving the runaway slave, 
Dred Scott, it revived the forgot-

One of the most 
popular in reactionary circles, 
copies of which have reached the 
desk of almost every business- 
man and employer in America 
during the past year, is the fam- 
ous letter of Lord Macauley, 
written to H. E. Randall of New 
York on May 25th, 1857. The 
following quotations from that 
letter show the true anti-demo 
cratic face of the American bour- 
geoisie as it moves toward fas- 
cism: 

“T have long been convinced 
wrote Macauley, “that institu- 
tions purely democratic must, 
sooner or later, destroy liberty 
and civilization, or both. If we 
had a purely democratic govern- 
ment here (England), . . either 
the poor would plunder the rich 
and civilization would perish, or 
order and property would be 
saved by a strong military go- 
vernment, and liberty would per- 
ish. It is quite plain that your 
government wilj never be able 
to restrain a distressed and dis-

a minority, absolutely at its 
mercy. The day will come when, 
in the State of New. York, a 
multitude of people, none of 
whom has had more than_half 
a breakfast, or expects to have 
more than half a dinner, will 
choose a legislature. Is it pos- 
sible to doubt what sort of legis- 
lature will be chosen? .. .Either 
some Caesar or Napoleon will 
seize the reigns of government 
with a strong hand, or your Re- 
public will be as fearfully plun- 
dered and laid waste by barbar- 
ians in the twentieth century as 
the Roman Empire was in the 
fifth . . Thinking this, of course, 
I cannot reckon Jefferson among 
the benefactors of mankind.” 

This bold and unequivocal re- 
pudiation of Jefferson, the found- 
er of democracy in America, this 
appeal for the rule of the “rich 
who are always a _ minority,” 
over the toiling masses of the 
people, this open appeal for 
“some Caesar or Napoleon” who 
is to “seize the reins of govern- 
ment with a strong hand” against 
the majority of the people if that 
majority attempts to exercise its 
democratic rights—here is the 
program of the reactionary bour- 
geoisie of the U.S.A., here is 
the true political countenance of 
the Supreme Court, that strong- 
hold of reactionary autocracy in 
the heart of the American go- 
vernment, which defeats the de- 
mocratic strivings of the Amer- 
ican people, and will continue 
to do so until its power is 
broken.
